Water quality in Beaver Mountain Lake is good

for coldwater gamefish. A brook trout fishery is

maintained through natural reproduction. Land­

locked salmon utilize spawning and nursery
habitat in the outlet to maintain a stable

population. Growth for both species is below

average, yet large older-age fish are regularly

taken by anglers. The pond is not stocked.
